“This is a thing we cannot estimate 
until it is over,” stated Manager of 
Railways Glenn. ‘‘We will have to see 
the extent of the damage and then 
make a probable estimate." 

The electric light officials hold the 
same view of it.

GIRLS TO RUN 


Mis JN Jackson Held by 
lhe Police 


DETECTIVES 


RAIDED HOUSE 


To Young Girls Found in Place, 
Aged 14 and 12 Years—-Woman 
Held Under Heavy Bond. 
Case Will Be Tried 
This Morning.

Right in the very heart of the city has 
been run a house where young girls 
have been lured to ruin, sq the city de- 
tectives declare, and Sunday afternoon 
the place was raided and several! arrests 
made. 

Mrs. J. N. Jackson, alias Mrs. Word- 
law, was arrested ard locked up on the 
charge of conducting a house of. ques- 
'tionable character. Two young 2ifls 
found in the house were taken to the 
police barracks and helq pending the 
trial of Mrs. Jackson. this morning. 

The house is at No. 50 Kast Hunter 
Street, across the street from the court- 
house and in the rear of the city hall. 
It is located within a stone’s throw of 
two churches. 

In the house at the time that Mrs. 
Jackson was arrested were a white wom- 
an who gave her name as Emma White, 
three young men, Savannah Prothro, a 
negro woman, and two girls, one four- 
teen years of age and the other only 
twelve. 

The detectives claim that they have 
evidence to show that the younger girl 
had been lured into the house and that 
Sunday afternoon her second visit to 
the house was made, 


Was Lured Into the Place. 


The officers say that the girl toly them 
that she was first approached by Mrs. 
Jackson in the South Side theater, which 
is next door to No 50 Bast Hunter 
Street, and invited to go to her house; 
that the girl refused, but was begged 
and persuaded until she yielded and went 
there Saturday afternoon and again Sun- 
day afternoon. 

The mother of the gir] was at the po- 
lice barracks Sunday night. She wept 
over her child and at one time became 
almost frantie. 

The case was called in the recorder’s 
court and continued on motion of At- 
torney John W. Moore becaise the 
charge against Mrs. Jackson was amend- 
ed after the trial began. 

The Jackson woman was requ red Sun- 
day night to put up a bond cf $1,000. 
She gave two checks, but after she was 
releaseg she was heard to Say that she 
intended to leave town early the next 
morning and she was rearrested, the of- 
ficers fearing that the checks might be 
held up. 

Held Under Heavy Bonds. 


Mrs. Jackson, the negro woman, Hmma 
White, and the two little girls were kept 
locked “up Sunday night. When the case 
was continued Mrs. Jackson was re- 
quired to put up a cash bond of $1.000. 
The bonds of Emma White and the ne- 
gro woman were placed at $500 cash. 
The girls will be in charge of the police 
matron until the case is disposed of. 

The officers stated to the recorder that 
the house at No.50 East Hunter street had 
been complained of for several! months, 
but it seemed almost imposible to get 
enough evidence to convict the woman 
who was running it. 

The detectives allege that Mrs. Jack- 
son not only runs a house of question- 
able character, but that she has been 
engaged in the work of luring young 
girls into her place. She is said to 
have a similar place in Jacksonville, Ma. 

Under the charges against her she can 
be heavily fined and sentenced by the 
recorder ang held for the estate courtg 
in two other cases.

Senator Depew defended the course 
of the secretary of the treasury in 
depositing public furids in New York 
banks, and indulged in a glowing trib- 
ute to J. Pierpont Morgan, “the 
financial genius of the country, for his 
splendid work in stopping the panic,” 
and through it al! Mr. Morgan sat in 
the executive gallery and grew red 
with embarrassment as he listened to 
the New York speaker. 

Aldrich Explains Money Bill. 


Senator Aldrich, in explaining his 
currency measure, read his argument 
from manuscript and spoke so rapidly 
that even the strained attention of 
every person in the cha@®ber could not 
catch all his sentences. The address 
seemed a perfunctory and passionless 
sort of affair. There was no attempt at 
oratory, and no apparent effort to con- 
vinee his hearers. He was speaking to 
the country at large, and seemed ak 
most unconscious of the rapt attention 
of the senate chamber, aad the crowded 
galleries. 

Still the address of the Rhode Island 
senator. was particularly important, 
for it is certain that the measure he 
has presented will, probably in some 
slightly amended shape, be enacted 
into law. The democrats may protest 
and republicans may have their mis- 
givings, but when the time comes the 
Aldrich measure will be driven through 
under the party lash. 

Characterizing the financial crisis 
from which the country has just 
emerged, which culminated in a serious 
panic in October, as the more acute 
and destructive in its !mmediate con- 
sequences of any which has occurred 
in the history of the country, Senator 
Aldrich declared that “nothing but the 
heroic measures taken by the repre- 
sentatives of great business and 
financial interests of the country, act- 
ing in cooperation with the secretary 
of the treasury, prevented a total col- 
lapse of private credit, and a disastrous 
destruction of all values. 


Great Catastrophe Narrowly Averted 


“It is.” he added, “impossible to con- 
ceive, much less to measure, the losses 
which would have resulted from such a 
calamity. The country was saved by the 
narrowest poss#ble margin from an 
overwhelming catastrophe whose blight- 
ing influence would have been felt in 
every household. A total collapse was 
averted, but the shrinkage in values of 
securities and property and the losses 
from and incidental to the crisis, 
amounts to thousands of dollars.’’ 

After reviewing the various expedients 
adopted for the relief of the banks. the 
senator said: ‘“‘The great losses which 
the people of the country suffered from 
the partial breakdown of our credit 
system through bank suspensions and 
which the abnormal increase in the yol- 
ume of money and its substitutes, legal 
and illegal, should lead congress se- 
riously to consider the question, 
whether it was possible to provide such 
a legislative remedy as shall prevent 
the recurrence of these conditions in 
the future. If the experience of last 
year should be repeated—and who can 
say that this is {mpossible?—the meth- 
ods of relief that were employed tn 1907 
will not be available, certainlly not to 
the same extent. 

“Relief in such an emergency would 
only be afforded through the authoriza- 
tion of additional notes, to be used 
only in emergency,” and, after reviewing 
the various plans suggested, he said: 

“The committee thought it was better 
to follow, in the form of legislation 
they should recommend, the experience 


of great commercial nations who have 
found it necessary to provide means to 
meet or prevent panic conditions by the 
extensiom of note issues under restric- 


tions and conditions from those im- 
posed on ordinary issues. 
“The committee believes that the 


example of Germany is the safe prece- 
dent. The remedy we provide is sim- 
ple, prompt and effective. At any time 
within forty-eight hours, if an emer- 
gency requires it, $500,000,000 of new 
money can be put into the channels of 
trade to allay public excitement and to 
meet extraordinary demands. 

“The committee believes that this 
greait fund, placed by the govern nt 
at the disposal of the bankers and bus- 
iness men of the country. will have a 
strong tendency to prevent financial 
crisis and preserve public and private 
confidence at home and abroad.”’

THE MAIN QUESTION IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


No one denies that the winding up of the state whisky dispensary in 
(South Carolina disclosed the long-continued operations of graft that had 
'diverted thousands upon thousands of dollars from the treasury of the state. 
It is almost equally apparent, from the standpoint of impersonal observa- 
‘tion, that the righteous effort to place responsibility for such corruption and 
to secure restitution, is being blocked by a succession of maneuvers which 
either bear a close resemblance to child's play, or which create an atmosphere 
of acrimony, not to say suspicion. 

The situation was brought to a climax by an editorial in The Manning 
Times, edited by Louis Appelt, who is also a member of the state senate. 
‘Senator-Editor Appelt charged that the appropriation sought by Attorney 
‘General Lyon to further prosecute his graft inquiries, was being fought in 
‘the legislature with the very puerile argument that he had sent outside of 
‘the state for an attorney to assist him in his difficult, delicate and compli- 
cated mission. 

The lawyer in question is the Hon. T. B. Felder, of Atlanta, with whose 
legal and intellectual ability the attorney general of South Carolina, was 
sufficiently familiar as to cause him to associate the well known Georgia 
attorney in the case. 

Senator Appelt very properly made the point that it made no difference 
‘whether an assistant prosecutor came from Georgia or Kamschatka. The 
main point was the capacity to aid in bringing results, a faculty not open to 
doubt in the instance under discussion. He further intimated that several 
senators, overfriendly to the elements under fire, were making this palpable 
pretext a blind to stifle additional revelations. 

We assume that in his dual capacity Mr. Appelt has some ground for his 
‘statements. That is not the issue. The ink had not dried upon the accusing 
'paner, before senators bobbed up from every section of the chamber. Under 
'the “personal privilege” right-of-way they bitterly, abusively and rabidly de- 
/nounced—not graft or the effort to track it to the lair; but the courageous 
| senator who had called attention to a few obvious facts which had engendered 

Suspicion in the minds of the people of South Carolina! 
a disinterested viewpoint, it looks as though the senators who 
participated in the ferocious scramble for vindication from an offense of 
Which they had not been charged are occupying a rather precarious and an 
embarrassing attitude. 

These protesting senators would be in a much more tenable position, one 
vastly less open to the attacks of critics, had they turned in vigorously to ad- 
, vance a crusade the need of which is self-evident and the blocking of which 
is a matter of common knowledg 

The full responsibility for prosecuting and advancing this most important 
investigation devolves upon just one man—Attorney General Lyon. Already 
he has brought forward evidence which indicates that the state of South 
Carolina was mulcted of between $500,000 and $800,000. That stake is large 
enough not only to justify but to demand such assistance as will enable him 
to substantiate his evidence with legal proofs, to the end that justice may 
take its course and the huge sum involved be covered back into the state

Aldrich Bill Misunderstood. 


(From The New York Herald.) 

The existing system {fs not in any way af- 
fected by the Aldrich measure nor does it 
propose any change therefn. It, tn fact. only 
formulates an legalizes the action that ts 
always taken by the banks to meet a crisis 
when they draw upon thetfr legally required 
reserves and issue clearing house certificates. 
The Aldrich bill merely gives greater scope 
and efficiency to the action of the. banks and 
enables them to act when nanic ts threatened 
instead of delaying until it {s under way and 
then trying to stem it. In other words under 
the provisions of the Aldrich bill they.sthe 
financial community, could prevent the out- 
break of fire instead of walting until the 
structure is burning. 

A temporary demand for cron moving or 
other purposes, such as now causes mone- 
tary stringency and digtress in business 
circles, could be met without a tremor by the 
issue of additional circulating notes under 
the terms of this bill, and the tax imposed 
upon the amount if circulation would insure 
their prompt retirement when they had done 
their work. With an ample supply of these 
taxed notes tn readiness for issue fn an 
emergency upon deposit of good securities 
such a ‘‘currency famine’’ as that which 
recently caused practical suspension of cash 
Payments by the banks could never occur. 
The knowledge that the banks could, if neces- 
Sary, gbtain five hundred millions of ad- 
ditional notes would prevent nervous and 
timid persons from hoarding currency in safe 
deposit boxes or old trunks. Thus the moral 
effect of such a resource would in most in- 
Stances render needless the tual issue of 
any considerable amount.

When you got your Constitution 
Monday morning, did you stop to think 
of the offort it cost to get it there? 

The city circulation of this paper is 
handled by white newsboys, on foot, 
whose ages range from 1!2 to 20 years 
old. In order to distribute the fifteen 
thousand dally papers in the city be- 
fore breakfast, it is necessary that 
thes2 carriers be at The Constitution 
office by 4 o'clock. 

This is about two hours before the 
street cars start running, and it means 
that every mother’s son must walk 
from his home to The Constitution 
building. 

Monday morning the 200 carriers who 
deliver the daily were compelled to 
get up and out into the sleet, slush 
and snow shortly after 3 o'clock, and 
walk into town. 

It is not the most pleasant thing to 
walk this early in the morning in the 
winter with sure footing, and with 
the added difficulties of ice underfoot, 
icicles overhead and dangling trolley 
and telephone wires about, the trip 
was made more hazardous. 


By 5 o'clock every one of the car-

riers had reported and was started on 
his route to deliver the goods. 

Thes? route boys trudged along 
through the sleet and slush from The 
Constitution office to the waterworks;

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MAIL WAS DELIVERED 


DESPITE THE WEATHER | 


“The mail delivery today,” saiq Post- 
master Blodgett, ‘“‘was up to the stand- 


ard of every other line of work in the. 


city. Within the heart of Atlanta, where 
letters are delivered thrice every mail 
day of the year, every facility a summer 
day might offer was given. But in some 
instances the number of deliveries were 
diminished. Take, for instance, Fort 
McPherson, Edgewood ang other outly- 
ing sections. These have been served for 
years past by carriers who pick up the 
bags of mail from a street car which 
has been hired to deliver them to the 
carrier at the point his route begins. 
Apart from these outlying carriers tne 
other mail distributors start from the 
main office. 

‘This morning the carriers starting 
from this point went out with their 
sacks well loaded and began their dis- 
tribution at the first point on their re- 
spective routes. As a rule, these inte- 
rior routes call for three deliveries, but 
in nearly every instance only two deliv- 
eries were today made. We have other 
routes which call for two deliveries and 
on each of these one delivery only was 
made. 

“The morning hours were extremely 
bad and for that reason the men had 
to work slowly, thereby bringing down 
the number of deliveries. With each de- 
livery the pouches went out just as full 
and heavy as they usually go. But the 
conditions of the sidewalks and streets 
made movement so slow that no mem- 
ber of the force calling for three deliv- 
eries a day could traverse the distance 
of kis route three times within the 
eight hours the law prescribes for the 
working of letter carriers. That same 
rule applies to the carriers who have a 
two-delivery route’ A physical impos-

Special Examiners Drayton and Lamb, 
of the interstate commerce commission,

Bacon Proposes To Make Liquor 
Shipments a Special Class,in 
Interstate Commerce and 
Subject Them To Powers 
of States on Arrival 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 10.—(Special.)— 
Senator Bacon today introduced a pro- 
htbition bill which seeks to make inter- 
state liquor shipments a special class in 
interstate commerce, to be subject to the 
local police mowers of the state upon 
arrival at the point of destination and 
before delivery to the consignee. The 
bill provides that all vinous, malt and 
spiritous liquors within a state, as well 
as the regulation and control of same, 
shall be entirely subject to local con- 
trol, regardless of whence the liquor 
comes. Liquor sent in the original pack- 
age is included on the same Dasis as 
liquor produced within the state. 

Such liquor shipments from abroad are 
to ‘be under the protection of the inter- 
state commerce law until their arrival 
at the place of destination. No delivery 
shall be made at any other ppint than 
the regular gesignated place of the com- 
mon carrier, nor is any officer or em- 
ployee permitted to act as agent for 


'either the sale or to collect from either 


the purchase price of the liquor 
carried. The railroad or express com- 
pany can transport the liquor, but that 
is all. No carrier is permitted 
céive for transportation liquor consigned 
to a fictitious person, or without con- 
signment to any person or to deliver the 
liquor except in accordance with the 
local police regulations.
